After entry of the furling amendments, claims 34-37, «1 40 are pending m the present 
applied, Claim 34 is the only independent claim. Applicant have amended bairns 34 and 
37 hereu, Additionally, Applicant, have canceled claims 1-33, <»M9. and 41 47 herein without 
prejudice to or disclaamcr of the subject matt* recited therein. No new matter ha* been added. 

Applicants have amended and canceled claims herein u, remove issues from the pending 
daims, namely, that the original specification allegedly does not support features previously 
recited in those claims. Applicants disagree with the Examiner's objections and rejections based 
on those issues. Nevertheless, Applicants have removed those issues ftom the claims. 
Applicants have not acquiesced to any such rejection, or objections and reserve the ntjhl to 
address the patentability of d* relevant claim ieatares in the future, in this or other related 
applications. 
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Objections to the Draw ing* 

In the Office Action dated Dumber 29, 2005, the Examine, objected to the dm* » 
ailegedly not showing every feature of the Minn speeffied in the Ota* -«* the feature, 
of: (l)thc fonder cannot he removed from the lighL guide without damaging Ok 
^ponder", (2) the "alert device"; and (1) the "display device » * a first Request for 
R^idcrauon ffied on March X 2006, ^ Emitted an amendcdFigure 1 to show the 
"alert device" and the "display device" and slated that Figure 2 of the original specmeanon 
ah.ady showed the feature that the transponder cannot be renuwai from the light guide without 
ta^j the transponder. In the Advisory Action dated March 17, 2006, (he ***** did not 
enter Applicant*' amendment to Figure 1, alleging that the amended Figure 1 com*,.* new 

Applicant* submit that the amended Figure 1 does not contain new maUer and the 
original Figure 2 shows the feature that, the transponder cannot be removed Am the light gn.de 
without damaging Ihe uanspondcr. Nevertheless, Applicants have amended or cancekd cW 
herein to remove all references to the features of: CD the "transponder cannot be removed from 
the light guid* without damaging the transponder"; (2) the "alert device"; and (3) the <Shspky 
device." Therefore, Applied .equcst that the Examiner withdraw the objections to the 
drawings. 

Matter Obiection 

In the Office Action dated December 29, 2005, the Examiner objected to the annulment 
filed February 7, 2005 imife 15 U.S.C. 132(a) lor allegedly introducing new matter into the 
dfata* The Examiner stated that the following claimed material is not supported by the 
origmal disclosure: "transponder earmot be removed from the light guide without damaging the 
transponder." The Examiner maintained this objection in the Advisory Action dated March 17, 
2006. 

Although Applicants submit that the original disclosure adequately support the quoted 
language, Applicants have amended the clmma herein to remove that language. Accordingly, 
Applicants request that the Examiner withdraw mis objection.

In the. Office Action dated December 29, 2005. the Examiner rented claims 34 37, *nd 
40 under 3b U.S.C § 112, first paragraph, as allegedly failing to comply with the wi.ttcn 
descripuon^oircment The Examiner «M .hatthe specification allegedly docs not enable the 
claimed invention. In partita,, the Ex*niner alleged that the originally filed dkeftro *» 
not tea* that the "transponder cannot be removed &om the li* guide without d*nag* R the 
transponder " The Examiner maintained these claim rejections in the Advisory Action dated 
March 17, 2006. 

Although Applicant* submit that the original disclosure adequately support, the quoted 
taB,, w Apphcants have amended the claims herein to remove .hat language. Accordingly, 
Applicants request thai the Examiner withdraw these claim rejections. 

Oaim Rejections umW 35 U.S.C. 103(aj 

In the Office Action dated December 29, ZOOS, the Examiner xrjer.tcd claims 34 37, and 
40 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as allegedly being unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 5,742,718 to 
Harawn ct al. Woman") in combination with Intemational Apphcali.m No. PU17US98/20204 
to Pacala et al. Q VWa"), U.S. Patent No. 4,907,^ to Burston ("Burton"), and the allegedly 
admitted prior art of gluing and welding the transponder to the fiber. The Examiner maintained 
these claim rejections m the Advisory Action dated March 17. 2006. 

Apphcants respectfully traverse all of these claim rejections. As agreed by the Examiner 
in the March 24, 2006 and April 4, 2006 interviews, none Of the document* cited by the 
Examiner, either alone or in cotnbinafion, describe, teach, u, .suggest at least the feature of the 
tauuptndcr being configured to store Ihe tomtit* specific data as a new data set and to apply 
encryption to the new data set thus preventing any store,! specific data from being deleted, 
overwritten, or modified, as presently recited in independent claim 34. 

As described in Applicants' original specification al page 9, line 21 to page 10, Une 3 and 
page 15. lines 3 16, a 'Wte-ouce'' trmpiuda can be used, which can prevent the specific data 
stored on the imapondcr from being deleted, overwriucu, or modified, and encryption of the 
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specific data can motet tic *>eoific data from Bering or for^ng. Sin,* "one of the 
documents ctted by the Examine, either alone or in combination, desenbe. teach, or suggest * 
M the recited claim tcatuxe, Applied request withdraw,) of the outstanding 

rejection and allowance of ui.tepfctidont claim 34. 

Applets note that claim 34 doe, not recite that only the mpfffcr cannot delete, 

overwrite, or modify the stored specific data.
